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Shipping Bill-Halted. 


Nine Democratic senators have combined with the Republican 


raembeis of the upper house to halt for amendment and alteration 
the government shipping bill proposed by the admimsttab^to • the 
great discomfiture of its advocates. 
At this wntmg it looks as if 


the measure is doomed to defeat. 


Under the terms of the bu% which was hastily drawn and hastJy 


rushed tiuough the committees of the two houses, it was proposed 
Siom a coloration for lie purchase oi ships trom other nations. 
•nany oi then! being interned vessels owned by bgf^.*""" 
engaged in the European war. 
Opponents of tne biU, ^d by Sena- 


tor Burton, held that in the light of international law precedents 
and in the face of the fact that purchasing ships o£ one belligerent 
would arouse opposition from others, that this measure would pro- 
duce no end of confusion and there was a strong probability that 
if such action should be indulged in. the United States might find 
itself perilously near war. This was one of the principal objections. 


Another considered by its advocates as being almost equally 


strong was found hi the expression that under the terms oi the 
measure the purchase of ships was not the grave necessity its pro- 
ponents urged. As originally introduced the bill provided for the 
purchase ot" vessels to engage in the carrying trad* between Central 
and South American countries "and elsewhere." The latter expres- 
sion is a declaration of intention to trade with European countries. 
Senator Burton pointed out that there is no necessity for additional 
ships between the United States and Central and South America, for 
the reason that the carrying capacity of vessels engaged in such 
trade at this time is by no means exhausted, in fact that there is 
ample room for any increase that might be expected within a rea- 
sonable time. 
' This being the case, and it was admitted following a showing 
made by Senator Burton, the manifest intention of the bill was to 
provide for the purchase of vessels for European trade. There are 
no neutral ships available for reasons .that are too obvious to need 
discussion, hence the only ships on the market are those owned by 
belligerent powers and interned in our own ports until the end of 
the war. Opponents of the bill pointed out that if the United States 
bought these interned vessels of one belligerent, another belligerent 
questioning the validity of the transaction and being sustained in 
such contention by law and precedent, could seize them on the high 
' seas under certain conditions and that no claim on the part of this 
government could be prosecuted with any reasonable hops fcr suc- 
cess. This point was discussed by Senator Root, who asserted that 
each ship purchased would cany -with it its own international com- 
plication. 


It was demonstrated that at least half of our European exports 


are contraband of war. If more than half of a cargo on a ship bound 
for Germany, for example, should consist of contraband, such ship 
would be liable to seizure by the allies and vice versa. Nor could 
the belligerents interested be convinced, said opponents -of the mea- 
sure, by the pretense that these ships were owned by a corporation 
in which the government was simply a shareholder, when under the 
provisions of the bill it was proposed to make government officials 
the governing authority. It was held that very properly other na- 
tions could point out that this was really an act of government and 
that in shipping contraband articles to nations engaged in war, other 
nations interested could seize and hold all such ships and there 
.•would be grave danger of this government being charged with hav- 
ing violated the laws of neutrality and having become an actual par- 
ticipant in the trouble over the Atlantic on behalf of some other na- 
tion involved. 


There were also some minor objections, one of which was the 


participation of government in an enterprise of this sort would be 
discouraging to private enterprise and in short an actual deterrent, 
although the main issues were defined in the two provisions 
alluded to. 


It was thought /or a time a compromise might result. One sug- 


gested is that purchases of ships by this country from belligerents 
shall not be deemed valid unless confirmed by other belligerents. 
If that should be adopted the bill would be of no effect whatever, be- 
cause the allies will not consent to the transfer of interned German 
ships and there are no ships of the allies for sale, so far as can be 
learned, and, as we have stated, the neutral powers are not in the 
market with ships because all neutral bottoms are profitably em- 
ployed. 


Another compromise lies in the removal of the authority of gov- 


ernment from cabinet and other officials and placing it in other 
hands. This point does not appear to be worthy of consideration at 
this time. The principal point is found in the preceding paragraph. 


This nation should have a merchant marine, but the present bill 


does not appear to be even among the best suggested. It looks like 
the most impractical and difficult. Not only would the consequences 
be embarrassing, but there is a strong probability of their 
serious, even to the extent of involving us in difficulty of a charar> 
ter necessitating an appeal to arms.

Watson stated that he had 
become impatient one day :tnd that he 
had hit one uf his instruments on the 
work bench. This caused a. ---hout from 
Bell who had heard the sound, but very 
faintly. 
They Investigated and found that the 
sound uis carried by the contact of a 
small iron disc with the magnets in the 
telegraph instruments, caused by Wat-j 
son's hitting the affair on the bench. The i 
incident was verv slight, but Bell worked, 
at the principle "and after using various 
kinds of metals and other 
contraptions 


he instructed Watson in malcins the first 
telephone receiver. 
Watson used the bones of the human 
ear in one of his transmitters, which 
served the purpose of both receiver ana | 
transmitter In those days, and finally 
decided opon the metal which is 
now 
used In our modern telephone. 
The Inventors then mov&d their work- 
shop to tne- rooms of I*eil and further 
experimenting was carried on. according 
to Watson.

Watson went further to state that the 
first was not a success owing to the re- 
sistance offered by the relay systems on 
the circuit but that after he had dis- 
connected these he could hear Bell shout: 
"Ahov. ahov. Watson. Are >ou there" 
This was the first real message 
ever 
transmitted over a. long distance tele- 
phone- '

i The lecturer went on to state how 
f they had been blocked for a time by j 
the Western Union Telegraph company 
which had rnfrtnsed on their patents and] 
how thev were bothered by all manner 
of men wishing to talk over their line, 
among whom were several insane people. 
They T ere offered IIOO.O'M) for their In- 
veitio'n by the Western Union company, 
after the "first trial, but' refused, stated 
Watson, and the two men lectured for 
some time :n order to raise mono" for 
th» backinc of the invention. 
During the course of these lectures 
Watson stated that he was stationed 
some miles away from the hall and that 
at a signal from Bell who was glvins 
the lectures, he nould shout and sine 
for the benefit of the audience 
who 


could hear his efforts by means of a 
system of phones put in the halt 
"The success of the experiments lead 
to the demand for telephone systems anJ 
the people were ready for the telephone 
before we were ready for them." said 
Watson- "This necessitated the inven- 
tion of some sort of call system and 
central switch boajid and I spent many 
days and nights working on the details 
of the telephon»." 
Watson closed his lecture by showing 
what marvelous results had been derived 
from their invent'on in 40 years' time, 
chief amonc which was the feat of two 
weeks ago when the two men heard eacli 
other speak across the United 
States.
